
Heber Cole Honored 
on 90th Birthday 


On Wednesday evening January 
15th, in the Recreation Hall of the 
Second Ward Church, Mr. and Mrs. 
Heber Cole were the guests of hon¬ 
or, celebrating the 90Lh birthday of 
Mr. Cole. Mr. Cole wns l>oin In Eng¬ 
land on January 14th, 1857. He 

came as a young manwith his par¬ 
ents to Utah, and later with his 
wife moved to Raymond where he 
haa resided ever since. 

Mr. Cole earned his living as a 
house paiiiler and has done his share 
in the pioneering of Utah and of 
Alberta, having participated in the 
decoration of Temples and Church 
houses continuing in this vocation 
till well over eighty years of age. 
The party held in his honor was 
sponsored by the High Priests Quor¬ 
um of the Second Ward of which 
organization Mr. Cole has long been 
a member. Mr. Fred Piepgrass was 
Master of Ceremonies and called the 
party to order and the following pro 
was rendered:

He’s A Jolly Good Fellow” followed 
with a prayer by John F. Salmon, 
Mr. Piepgrass introduced the guest 
Mr. Coles who expresjed his gratit¬ 
ude at the honor bestowed upon him- 
•elf and his wife. He related many 
of his experiences of his long find 
busy life, some of which were of a 
miraculous nature. Mr. James S. 
Anderson then recited a poem which 
he had composed for the occasion. 
He also paid a glowing tribute to 
the humility, the honesty, and sin¬ 
cerity of Mr. Cole, also his willing- 
sonal tastes, I think it fair to report 
of the community.

COW WINS OVER 
HORSE IN FIGHT

ered when he closed the barn. When 
he opened it, he said, both were loose 
and the horse was breathing with 
difficulty.

It 
was apparent, he said, that the ani¬ 
mals started to fight. It was necessary 
to destroy the horse, but the cow 
seemed undamaged.

tive purposes, a report available 
shows there were 2,000 amputation 
cases resulting from the recent con¬ 
flict while 8,500 soldiers lost limbs in 
the First Great War. 

In the previous hostilities, Canadian 
troops were engaged with the enemy 
from Langemark in the spring, of 
1915 until Mons was re-entered in 
November, 1918. Canadian land forces 
were fighting in North West Europe 
for approximately 11 months from 
the "D Day" landing on the Norm¬ 
andy coast, during which period there 
were 1,200 amputation cases. Many of 
those wounds were due to anti-per¬ 
sonnel land mines. 

Ratio figures have also been devel¬ 
oped to show relative losses of legs 
and arms in both wars. In the first 
war the loss of a leg was two and a 
half times more frequent than the 
severing of an arm. In the second 
war, leg amputations were three and 
a half times greater than arm losses. 
This comparison has been taken to 
mean that relatively more Canadian 
soldiers stepped on something during 
the fighting of the Second Great War. 

The statistical review follows the 
recent announcement that 1,930 vet¬ 
eran amputees of the last war had 
been classed as available for employ¬ 
ment or training. Of this total 248 
cases were still in hospital at the end 
of October.

MORE OATS AC’REAOK 

In view of probable feed grain re¬ 
quirements. the Dondnion-Provintdhl 
Agricultural Conference decided to 
recommend that the oat acreage for 
1947 should be increased to the 1946 
recommended level of 14,310,200 
acres. Generally speaking, oat pro¬ 
duction is carried on for the benefit 
of the domestic market with only a 
small percentage finding its way into 
export channels. Prices for Western 
oats during the present crop year 
are subject to a floor price of 45 
cents and a ceiling of 61 'A cents. In 
addition, all Western oats marketed 
are eligible for an advance equaliza¬ 
tion payment of 10 cents per bushel.

REAL CO-OPERATION 

A sample of real municipal co-op¬ 
eration is reported from Montello, 
Wis., where, to make room for a new' 
washing machine manufacturer the 
mayor leased the City Hall, moved 
out his own office, the city council, 
fire department and the library.

Mr. j 
Ternier refers to only one of these 
diseases—undulant fever. He inti¬ 
mates that the suggestion that the 
farmer's cow is responsible for an 
outbreak of this disease could be 
somewhat far-fetched. ^ 

In reply, the Health League would 
like to point out that one major 
cause of undulant fever is the drink- 
1 ing of raw milk obtained from cows 
■suffering from Bang’s disease—con¬ 
tagious abortion. In an artiCfe—

C. Dinberg said that "undulant fever 
is a foremost public health problem 
i in this country and its continuance

British citizenship, which all Canadian 
citizens have held in the past, and will continue to hold under the new regu¬ 
lations, is a privilege which few people would underestimate, but at the same , 
time there is no doubt but that most Canadians find satisfaction in at last 
being able to claim legal citizenship in the country which is theirs either by 
birth or by adoption.

QUEBEC CITY, Que - More than 
6,000 children were started on the 
way to complete immunization against 
diphtheria and whooping cough in 
the last few weeks as a result of an 
intensive drive launched by the local 
branch of the Health League of Can¬ 
ada in co-operation with provincial 
and city health officials. 

It is the hope of the sponsors of the 
scheme that more than 25,000 city 
and district children will have been 
immunized against the menace of 
these two diseases by next spring. 

Clinics have been set up in the 
city’s 28 parishes. Municipal authori¬ 
ties are supplying the necessary tox¬ 
oid and vaccine and hundreds of vol¬ 
unteers—doctors, nurses and others— 
are participating. 

This drive to supply free immuniza 
tion to the children of this district 
was well publicized in advance, and 
on the first day some clinics were 
swamped as mothers, baby carriages 
and children swarmed around them. 
One observer said the scene at one 
clinic reminded her of a Christman 
baby parade.

The Wartime Prices and Trade Regulations (Order in Council P.C.; 
8528 of November 1, 1941) established basic period maximum prices 
for goods and designated services. These regulations were pas ;ed 
under the authority of the War Measures Act and continued in force 
under the National Emergency Transitional Powers Act, 1945. 

From time to time these basic maximum prices have been varied or 
the fixed maximum has been suspended in the case of particular goods 
and services by Orders issued by the Wartime Prices and Trade Bo rd 
under the authority of the above Regulations. A few days ago a sub¬ 
stantial number of suspensions from price control was announced.

I believe it is desirable therefore that a summary should now be 
published of those goods and services on which a legal maximum price 
remains in force under the provisions of the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Regulations so that all citizens may be given an opportunity to inform 
themselves of the law.

OTTAWA 


The Veterans Business 
and Professional Loans act, passed at 
the last session of parliament as a 
measure to encourage financial as¬ 
sistance to veterans at low rates of 
interest, is proclaimed, Veterans Min¬ 
ister MacKenzie announced. 

Proclamation of the act was with¬ 
held while regulations for administer¬ 
ing it were re-drafted, the minister 
said. This task now has been com¬ 
pleted in co-operation witji the de¬ 
partment of finance and the Charter¬ 
ed Banks of Canada. 

The loans under the act will be 
available to veterans who have re¬ 
ceived war service gratuities but 
have not already been given assist¬ 
ance under the Veterans’ Land act. 
The veterans may apply for the loan 
for the following purposes: 

1. For purchase of a business or 1 
partnership. 

2. Purchase or repair of machinery, 
tools, instruments or other equipment 
of business. 

3. Construction, repair or alteration i 
of, or making of additions to, any j 
building or structure used or to be ; 
used in the carrying on of business. 

4. Any purpose as prescribed which 
may be deemed to benefit the veter-i 
ana’ business. 

Loans will be made for varying 
purposes, depending on the size of 
the loan and the individual circuin-, 
stances of the borrower. The maxi -1 
mum term will be 10 years and the j 
rate of interest five per cent. The act i 
defines business as including trade, 
industry or profession. 

The banks themselves will be guar¬ 
anteed by the government against 
loss up to 25 per cent, of the overall 
aggregate amount of loans up to 
$1,000,000 and 15 per cent, thereafter. 
They may follow the normal lending 
procedure but the act permits the 
banks to take additional lending se¬ 
curity. 

Loans made within five years up 
to a maximum of $25,000,000 are 
guaranteed under the act. 

“It should be made clear that this 
legislation does not mean the govern¬ 
ment itself is lending money to vet¬ 
erans,” said Mr. MacKenzie. "The 
loans will be made by the Chartered 
banks and the banks themselves will 
decide on the credit status of those 
applying. These loans will be facili¬ 
tated by the guarantee against the 
proportion of possible loss as provid¬ 
ed by the new act. Veterans are 
therefore advised to make their ap¬ 
plications directly to a Chartered 
bank.” 


CALGARY. — The government, 
working in co-operation with farm 
organizations, has made “every pro¬ 
vision” for the farmer collecting his 
reasonable proportion of the national 
income, Rt. Hon. James G. Gardiner, 
federal minister of agriculture, told 
the United Farmers of Alberta an¬ 
nual convention. 

"The only question remaining,” he 
went on, “is as to whether that is 
what the whole farming community 
desires. The gross income can be in¬ 
creased by producing to the limit that 
which brings in the most cash and 
the net income by producing what 
pays best.” 

Questioned after his formal address 
on the government’s policy toward in¬ 
ducing greater barley production, Mr. 
Gardiner said an announcement would 
be made after his return to Ottawa. 
He pointed out that the provinces and 
the farm organizations represented 
in the C.F.A. proposed that there be 
an acreage subsidy of $5 per acre on 
all land put into barley, and that 
present equalization payment come 
| off and the price remain the same.

"Development from here to Winni¬ 
peg has to come—and if the indus¬ 
trialists will not do it, the people will 
take over and see that it is done,” 
the minister declared. 

"It is my opinion industry should 
be developed all over western Canada 
and especially from Vancouver to 
Calgary.” 

Mr. Gardiner said that often, in the 
past, large industries bought up 
smaller, localized industries and clos¬ 
ed them up to provide selling fields 
for their own products instead of 
opening up and developing new ter¬ 
ritories. 

“There would be no use talking of 
enterprise operating industry if they 
continued to do it as they had in the 
past,” he said bluntly. 

"We need some sensible people in 
industry.” 


And his answer: “All I can say in 
reply is that I personally discussed 
the matter with the British officials 
and their minister. They are agreed 
that we are entitled to have possible 
losses in the first two years made up 
in the last two.
